Arnold Schoenberg's rarely performed impressionistic melodrama, Pierrot Lunaire 
will be presented by Concordia University and the Goethe Institut for one performance 
only on April 7 at 8.30 p.m. in the university's Douglass Burns Clarke Theatre, de 
Maisonneuve and Bishop.

Originally commissioned in 1912 by actress Frau Albertine Zehme, Schoenberg's 
Pierrot Lunaire is an arrangement of 21 poems by the Belgian poet Giraud. 

The initial half of the program is centred around a narration of the poems by 
actor Carl Hare and the second half consists of Schoenberg's music in performance. 

The mime and song of actress and CBC recitalist Mary Lou Basaraba as Pierrot and the 
dramatic lighting techniques designed by Concordia stage lighting professor Dan Hoffman 
are featured throughout the production. 

Considereditone of the music-theatre masterpieces of the century, Pierrot Lunaire. 
will be directed by Concordia's performing arts director Joe Cazalet with -Derek 


Demierre acting as music coordinator. 


Six musicians will perform Schoenberg's difficult score : Eric Wilner, Gilles 
Moisan, Sara Pistolesi, Donald Pistolesi, . Janet Schalmfeldt and Tom Talamantes. 
All are professionals and a number are involved with such orchestras as the Montreal 


Symphony Orchestra, the Mexico City Symphony Orchestra and the Orchestre de la Suisse
